South should have done just as 
well from his side, but West's low 
spade opening gave him a fine 
chance to slip, and South seized 
this opportunity. He played low 
from dummy— and from that mo* 
ment on he was in trouble. East 
took the trick, and, reading the 
spade situation, shifted to the 
club queen. Declarer held up dum­ 
my's ace, but the defenders per­ 
sisted, and when the vital dia­ 
mond finesse lost, South was help­ 
less. 
South was very foolish at Trick 
1 when he failed to put up the 
spade ace. The crux of this hand 
was to establish the diamonds as 
quickly as possible, and if the 
diamond finesse lost, it would lose 
to West. 
That defender, after 
winning with the diamond king, 
could not make a damaging re­ 
turn. South w’ould still have pro­ 
tection in spades, in his Q-10, and 
would have plenty of tricks for 
the contract even if he never got 
a second spade trick. 
Even with a five-card club suit 
in dummy, there was obvious 
danger to declarer in that direc­ 
tion, and since two spade tricks 
were not needed for the contract, 
South certainly should have put 
up the spade ace to prevent the 
club shift.

Morse had argued that the Sen­ 
ate had no right to ram through a

debate and without time for the 
country to realize what was going 
on. 
House Voted 125,060 Boost 
That was the reason he gave for 
insisting on a delay in the vote 
until Wednesday. 
The Senate has before it a bill 
to boost salaries of mem bers of 
Congress from $15,000 to $22,500 a 
year. The House already has voted 
an increase to $25,000. Senators 
and 
representatives now get 
a 
basic salary of $12,500 a year, an 
expense allowance of $2,500 for 
which they do not have to account, 
and $3,000 of their income is tax­ 
free. This $3,000 exemption would 
be retained ,n the House bill.

“ The preservation of the sacred fire of liberty, 
and the destiny of the republican model of govern­ 
ment,” he said in his first inaugural address, “ are 
justly considered as deeply perhaps as finally staked, 
on the experiment entrusted to the hands of the 
Am erican people.”
